Another step forward is being taken in our mod¬ 
ernization program. The bell used by the founder 
of the Company, Mr. Timothy Eaton, assisted by 
his four-year-old grandson, Timothy, at the cere¬ 
mony performed when opening the Winnipeg Store 
at 8:30, July 17, 1905, has gone into retirement. 

Not only has it served in a similar capacity each 
business day since that time, but it has been the 
signal to employees when they are due to go for 
lunch, also to announce the closing of the Store at 
the end of the day’s business. 

During this historical old bell’s years of service, 
taking into consideration Sundays and estimated 
holidays, it has been struck approximately 400,000 
times. We all complain about the knocks we get in 
life but who could take this amount of punishment? 

The familiar harsh clang heard so many times 
during the day is being replaced by a more modified 
tone conforming to the theme of modern planning. 
Yet, due to an entirely new system of sound distri¬ 
bution, the new tone will be quite audible from all 
locations on the Main Floor and adjoining Annexes. 

There are, no doubt, many employees assigned 
to the 11:30 lunch hour who hear the bell sound 
three minutes before that time, while those who 
are due to go at 1:30 have to wait seven more 
minutes to get their signal. The lunch hour time 
schedule given below might be of some interest 
and, if studied, will clarify what appears to be 
somewhat of a mystery.

It will be seen by the above that besides an hour for lunch, an additional five minutes 
has been allowed for the change over, which ensures the maximum help possible to take 
care of the greatest volume of business with a depleted staff.

The Committee on Courtesy and Service 
would like to feel that behind the high 
scores and the good showing of our de¬ 
partments are the conferences we attended 
during September and October. It was 
certainly evident that there was a great 
deal of interest and enthusiasm during 
each individual conference, and the sug¬ 
gestions and comments that were received 


by the leaders were proof of everyone’s 
interest in improving the standard of cour¬ 
tesy and service offered by Eaton’s in 
Winnipeg. 

Our answers to the questionnaires and 
our many comments and suggestions are 
now being tabulated. After these results 
are available, the conference leaders will 
get together to write the report which they 
must present to the committee. This re¬ 
port, which is in effect OUR report, will be 
used with the Shoppers’ reports, as a basis 
for any recommendations the Courtesy 
and Service Committee may make. This 
is the first time such a comprehensive sur¬ 
vey has been taken on Eaton service in 
Winnipeg. Having available both the cus¬ 
tomer’s and the salesperson’s points of 
view should make it possible to improve 
the standard of courtesy and service and 
help to maintain it at a high level.

and not much is used to drink ! 


Two gallons of water every second, every day, 
all day. This is the amount of water used in the 
Store, Mail Order buildings, Garage and Power 
house. Although consumption varies with the 
season, the average is 5,000,000 Imperial gallons 
per month of which approximately half is sup¬ 
plied by our own deep well which draws water 
from 450 feet below ground level. Consumption 
is much greater during the warm summer 
months than during the winter. 

Where does all this water go? Well, we won¬ 
dered, too, so we asked Fred Bergman, of the 
Engineers, to let us in on all its uses, and here 
is what we found out. 

We have a 100,000-gallon water storage tank 
situated beside the north wall of the Power 
House, primarily installed as a reserve for our 
automatic sprinkler system hut also used to serv¬ 
ice our washrooms and refrigeration machines 
which include air conditioning. Water for res¬ 
taurants and drinking fountains, as well as our 
Power House boilers, is supplied direct from 
the city mains. 

During the summer, the boilers in the Power 
Plant use almost 100 per cent city water from the mains, but during the winter heating 
season, the condensate from the radiators is returned to the plant and used over again. 


The city water that comes into our buildings is at 60 pounds pressure; but in order to 
reach the higher floors of the buildings, the pressure must be boosted by our own pumps 
to 110 pounds. 

We have 58 water-cooled refrigeration machines of various sizes, and 27 machines which 
are air-cooled. The water-cooled units use water continually 24 hours per day. In addition, 
we have five large air-conditioning refrigeration machines which consume great quantities 
of cooled water while in operation. The water for all refrigeration water-cooled machines 
is cooled by a water-cooling tower installed on top of the power house. 

We have a large centrifugal pump with a capacity of 1,200 gallons per minute which, 
pumps water to this tower. Here, through a system of sprays, fans and air currents, the 
water is cooled and then distributed to all the water-cooled refrigeration machines for; 
cooling purposes. 

There are thousands of gallons of water in our sprinkler system and the pressure is 
kept up in the system by four large electrically-driven pumps. In case of a power failure, 
there are two large steam-driven pumps each capable of pumping 1,500 gallons per minute 
and operating the system in case of fire. 

So the next time you bend over a drinking fountain or fill a wash basin, give a thought 
to all the pipes and pumps and valves and men who make it such an easy thing to do.
